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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the argument feature s determining a private key 
for a first network based on at least one security value associated with a second network. The examiner respectfully disagrees with the 
applicant's statement and asserts that Zhang discusses that the user device is able to acces s the WLAN via the AAA mechanism of the 
3G network (paragraph 24, lines 3-5); the user device has to be authenticated by a 3G cellular network to gain access to a WLAN 
(paragraph 27, lines 1-4), hence the 3G's AAA mechanism determines the private key for the WLAN. 

The argument features that the session key is not a private key. The examiner respectfully disagrees with the applicant's statement and 
asserts that Zhang discusses that a session key is transmitted from the WLAN to the 3G network, once a relationship has been 
established between the two networks and the AAA mechanism has authenticated access to the WLAN ; the session key, which is 
encrypted and sent from the 3G network to the user, is used by the user device to access the WLAN, it is not shared with other devices 
(paragraph 24, lines 15-22), hence the session key after undergoing the security process is/becomes a private key. 
The argument features determining that the private key is based on a shared secret data key associated with the cellular network. The 
examiner respectfully disagrees with the applicant's statement and asserts that Zhang discusses determining whether the WLAN 
supports the 3G's AAA mechanism, the WLAN also determines whether the IP address received is within range of the IP addresses 
supported by the 3G network's AAA; once a relationship has been established, the session key is then shared between the two networks, 
and is sent to the user device (paragraph 24, lines 3-19), hence the session key becomes a private key after the AAA process. 
The argument features populating the private key with a cryptographic transform of the shared secret data key. The examiner respectfully 
disagrees with the applicant's statement and asserts that Zhang discusses that the session key is decrypted using a private key of the 
user device, in order for the session key, which is also the private key (after the AAA process), to be decrypted it has to be encrypted 
(paragraph 31 , lines 1 -3); hence the private key of the user is used to decrypt the private key that will be used to access the WLAN. 
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
